James D. Fish Gots the Full 
dt the Law. 


fen Tear Imprisonment in the 
Auburn Penitentiary—Scenes in the 
Court Room — Judge Benedict's 
Scathing Address While Sentencing 
the Ex-President of the Marine 
Bank. .

@New Yorn, June N. James D. Fish, late Presi- 
dent of the Marine National Bank, was sentenced 
to ten years’ imprisonment in the Aubura Prison 
this morning by Judge Benedict in the United 
States Court. 
FISH IN COURT. 
Mr. Fish came into the court-room at an early 


hour, accompanied by his counsel, Messrs. Clark 


‘and Stanley. He was dressed in dark colors, and 
his face wore its usual stolid expression, 
Judge Benedict. entered the court-room shortly 
after 10 oclock. This was an hour earlier than the 
court usually opens, and there were few persons 
present, As soon as the Judge seated himself, As- 


| sistant District Attorney Foster moved for sen- 


tence on “the prisoser, James D. Fish.” Clerk 
Shields called the name, and Fish walked firmiy 
to the bar. 

TUE SENTENCE. 


He placed a hand on the rail and lifted his eyes 


to the Judge, who wiped his glasses carefully with 
a silk handkerchief, and said: “James D. Fish, you 
were charged by the Grand Jury with many 
offenses against the laws of the 
United States. After a fair and 
impartial trial you were found guilty of the misap- 
propriation of the funds of the bank of which you 
were the president; you were also found guilty of 
making false entries in the books of the 
bank while in that position. The . verdict 
of the jury was that you were guilty. 
The evidence clearly showed that there could be no 
doubt astoyour guilt. A more shameful or a 
more lawiess abuse of thé powers of a president of 
a National Bank can scarcely be imagined. It is 
proper that fit punishment. should be 
meted out to you, and in order 
that others may be deterred from similar 
offences it is necessary that the full penaity of the 
law be pronounced on you. A merciful considera- 
tion for your age forbids accumulative sentence. 
The sentence of the court is that you shall be con- 
Gned in the prison at Auburn for ten years.“ 
FISH COOL. 

Fish did not change color or alter his expression 
when he heard the judgment. He showed agita- 
tion in no way. He walked from the court-room 
leisurely, and was returned to his 
quarters in the Ludlow Street Jail. 
whence he will be taken to Auburn in a day or two. 


4 The sentence is not considered to be severe. The 


commutation for good conduct will reduce it to six 
years aud six months. Fish is now 65 years old.

Gen. Augur’s Letter to Gov, Martin of 
Kansas. 

Torka, Kan. June 27,—The Governor is in receipt 
of the following letter: 

Fort LEAVENWORTH KAN., June 26, 1885. 
To the Governor of Kansas: 

I have had the honor to receive Your Excellency's 
letter of yesterday. In view of the late reports in 
the newspapers, concerning the alleged breaking 
out of the Cheyennes, lam not surprised at your 
anxiety about the counties bordering on the Ind ian 


territory. lam happy to as ure you that in my 
judgment, founded upon latest reports from Fort 

no and the Cantonment, that no immediate dan- 
ger to am portion of your state isto be appre- 
hended from the Cheyennes, or any other Indians. 
There has recently been a good deal of 
excitement among the Cheyennes and some of their 
young have been insubordinate, and in some 
instances have acted very badly. This indicates, 
among Indians who have been quiet ona reserva- 
tion for so many years,that there exists somewhere 
what they conceive to be a grievance. The Goy- 
ernment has appointed a commission to ascertain 
whether or not they have just cause of complaint. 
If the commission find they have any, the Govern- 
ment will undoubtedly corgect it; if it finds tney 
have not, jt it is equally certain the 
Government will take efficient steps to reduce thein 
to submission, and it is believed with sufficient force 
and preparation to confine whatever trouble may 
result to the limits of the Indian Territory. Should 
anything occur which there is reason to believe 
threatens danger to any portion of the citizens of 
your State on the borders, I shall not only inform 
x at once, but will do all in my power to avert it.

In denying the power of the New York Leg- 
islature to prohibit the manufacture of 
oleomargarine, the Court of Appeals rested its 
decision on the ground that oleomargarine was 
not injurious to health, and that to prohibit 
the manufacture of an article not injurious to 
health was a discrimination between one legiti- 
mate industry and another, and therefore 
ultra vires. This decision is an assumption 
that the question whether or not oleomargarine 
is injurious is to be determined by the judicial 
and not by the political power of the State. 
The Legislature had already decided that 
question after a full investigation, and 
now comes the Court Sof Appeals and 
ovrrules the decision of the Legislature, 
telling the latter that it has no _ right 
or power to prohibit the manufacture 
of a counterfeit article of food, but may 
regulate the sale thereof by requiring the coun- 
terfeit to be sold under its true name. The 
trouble is that such regulation has been found 
utterly futile, and the court’s decision is, in 
effect, that there is no legislative authority in 
the State to prohibit or prevent such a malum 
in s as the manufacture of food counterfeits. 
Any State Constitution which imposes such a 
restriction on the Legislature is in need of an 
amendment or two,

EUROPEAN NOTES. 


“Whispering be would never consent,” Lord Salis- 
bury, like Donna Julia, has at last “consented.” 
Gladstone and bis colleagues have transferred the 
insignia 4 5 and bowed themselves out, and 


Salisbu his colleagues have been invested 
with the official paraphernalia and bowed them- 
selves in—and the Conservative Government has 
begun, How long it will continue, the shrewdest 
political prophet cannot predict. Uniess, however. 
that Government develops a rare and unexpected 
combination of ability and good luck, its existence 
is liable to be very brief and by no means serene, 
It is the creature of accident and of compromise; 
for the vote which dismissed the Liberal Ministry 
from power was nothing more than an accident, 
and the agreement with Gladstone is clearly a 
compromise—and that, too, of an unusual sort. If 
the Liberals had rallied all their forces the budget 
would unquestionably have been sustained, and the 
resignation thereby avoided; and if Gladstone had 
not pledged his party to what may weil be called a 
suspension of hostilities, on certain conditions, the 
formation of a Conservative Ministry would have 
been impossible, With a strong Liberal Ministry in 
Parliament, led by one who has Always been a 
consummate manager of the opposition, the task 
which Salisbury bas reluctantly undertaken must 
necessabily be exceedingly difficult and doubtful. 
The situation would be leas discouraging if the new 
Government were composed of abler material. But 
the Premier himself has never been considered 
more than a second-rate staiesman—as statesmen 
are estimated in England—and none of his aassoci- 
ates are remarkable for any of those qualities in- 
dispensable to their several positions. Some of 
them are undeniably weak, aod ove is worse than 
weak, If Lord Randolph Churchill makes even a 
decent Secretary of State for India, he wil! surprise 
every body—and nobody more than those who know 
him best. And if such a man as Lord 
Dufferin—indisputabiy the first of living British 
nsents to obey Churchill's instruc- 
tions, he too will surprise those who know him 
best, 

But speculations in regard to the Conservative 
future are idle now, and will soon be superseded by 
the inexorable logic of events for which we can 
afford to wait, Meanwhile Parliament has wisely 
adjourned until the 6th of July, to give the new 
machine a chance to get into running order; and 
then there will be such “music by the full band“ as 
hgs not begn heard in the imperial legislature for 
many a day. 

What Ireland—that is, Parnell & Co.—propose te 
do, now that their old friends are out and their old 
enemies in, is as yet unrevealed and unguessable, 
Messrs. Die and Chamberlain, members of the 
late Government, have been warned by the Nation- 
alist organ to keep out of Ireland,” and it is not 
probable that any prominent Liberal will be toler- 
ated there as a speech-maker during the approach- 
ing camapaign. But it would be « curious and most 
suggestive spectacle to see Irish Nationalists cheer- 
ing Tory orators, and following their advice at the 
polis, However, Ireland is a country of 
curiosities.

Rallroad Influence and Assesssments, 
From the Westen Chronicle. 

Several years ago this paper took the position 
that while individual property was assessed about 
one-third value, railroad property was assessed st 
about one-tenth its value, and that in 1881 there 
was no railroad assessment at all, The Kansas 
City Times and St. Joseph Gazette afterwards ex- 
plained the matters thoroughly and pressed them 
vigorously, bat nothing resulted further than that 
the Legislative Committee returned a divided re- 
port as to the year of the omission, but all agreeing 
that there had been an omission; and the State 
Board threw a sop to the tax - paying citizens dy 
increasing the railroad assessment some three 
millions of dollars. The matter of the railroad 
omission was before the last Legislature and the 
com mittee reported that there bad been an omission 
of the year 1881, but there the matter ended. Rail 
road influence was too potent to be successfully 
contended against, The State Board is pow In 
session and has given out an intimation that while 
there will be an increase of some four millions in 
the railroad assessment no action will be taken in 
regard to the omitted year, Some few of 
the county papers have recently called 
the attention of the public to this glaring inequality 
in taxation, but the Posr-Dispatom has taken the 
lead and demands that there no longer be any dis- 
crimination in favor of the railroads. It takes the 
State Board totask severely and predicts that 
unless the grievance be remedied the next State 
Administration will be Republican. There is some 
show of plausibility in the warning, judging from 
the large decrease in the Democratic majority at 
the last election growing out of the dissacisfaction 
toward the last Administration for its extreme 
subserviency to the raiiroad interests. The State 
Board, with one exception, that of John Walker, 
leans towards the railroads in all things and will 
continue to discriminate in their favor until there 
is such an exp i fof popular disapproval as 
will arouse even a Stale official to a sense of bis 
duty. State officials should be taught that they are 
public servants and not dictatorial masters, and 
that they are in the employ of the State and not in 
that of the railroads, The issues at the next elec- 
tion should be whether the people or the railroads 
constitute the sovereign power, and teat no man 
shall be elected to a State office who will not give 
some guaran ty that he will faithfully carry out the 
laws of the State and treat all, individual and rail- 
road ſuterests alike, fairly and impartially, But 
there will be no redress until the country papers, 
all over the State, will bring these grievances 
directly before the people and point out the 
remedy.

As usual, the South takes 
more than three-fourths of the lot, having 75, 
against 24 credited to the North. In detail the 
States are represented as follows: Alabama 8, Ar- 
kansas 1, Florida 2, Georgia 2, Iowa 5, Kansas 3, 
Kentucky 8, Maryland 1, Mississippi 6, Missouri 6, 
No lina 2, Nebraska 2, Ohio 3, Oregon 9, Ten- 
ne Texas 81. Virginia 2, West Virginia 8. In 
the Territories: New Mexico 2, Indian Territory 7, 
Dakota 1, Montana 3, Washington 1, It may also 
be of interest to know that of these 99 departed citi- 
zeus 44 wore lynched for murder, 31 for horse and 
cattle stealing, 14 for rape, 8 for incendiarism, 2 for 
train wrecking, 2 for murderous assault, 2 for un- 
known reasons and 1 for burglary. ‘These returns, 
it will be observed, are for six months, and their 
significance will be apparent when itis stated that 
the number of lynchings last year was 105, which 
was an increase of nearly 100 over 1883. The num- 
ber of lynehings thus far in this year has steadily 
increased month by month, so that at this ratio the 
total for the year will considerably exceed 250. 
Hanging does not keep anything like an even pace 
with lynching, though the volume of crime for the 
first six months of this year is far in excess of what 
it was last year during the same period. Last year 
there were 128 criminals hanged, but this year thus 
far there have been but forty-two, At this ratio the 
pumber of executions will be much emailer than in 
any year since 1875.

Eow to Become a Batter. 

Ferguson,“ in a recent number of the Boston 
Courier, gives base ballists the following pointer on 
the art of batting: 

“As many essays on the art of batting are now 
in press, or out of it, I will now suegest a few 
words on this all-important theme and deliver them 
to the public with the generous profusion of one 
who knows the sadness of experience. All batters 
hit the ball, some oftener than others; but, as they 
all do it, this part of the subject is unnecessary to 
dwell upon. The main purpose of the modern and 
gentlemanly batter should be to avoid disconcert- 
ing the pitcher by a too severe use of the stick. In 
this respect the conduct of such rude smiters as 
Anson or Brouthers is very reprehensible,,not to 
be imitated by any to whom the feat is impossi- 
ble. 

„At the bat, then, gentleman whackers, lot your 
conduct and demeanor be governed by the follow- 
ing rules: ‘ 

“Imprimig. When you ‘step to the plate’ assume 
a virtue if you have it not. Look fiercely at the 
piteher, and give the umpire to understand that he 
don’t know a strike from a fishball. 

“Allow all balls within your reach to pass you 
unnoticed. Any one may be able to hit these; the 


reporters will approve your ceurage with the 
sharpest points of their pencils, while the pitcher, 
no doubt, will be greatly discouraged and tempted 
to throw in balls several feet beyond the end of the 
bat, for missing which no one can blame you. 
Always wave your hat above your head with a 
swooping flourish, This will greatly stimulate your 
consege and may terrify the catcher into missing a 
foul if chance should bring the into contact 
with your hat,

The Herald 1s independent, with 
Democrativ leaning. The Times is nothing. Hence 
the Republican field is pretty well filled, and it 
remains to be demonstra ted whether another Re- 
publican sheet will catch on. However, Mr. Hat- 
ton could probably start nothing else, All his 
alliances are Republican, and a Democra‘*ic vont- 
ure would cut off his source of supplies. His ;part- 
ner, Mr. Snowden, is more fortunate in this 
respect than he, being a newspaper man.“ and not 
a politician. A newspaper man is as apt to start 
one thing as another.

A Virginia Patriarch Tells How He 
on a Blue Ridge Belle. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

James Taylor was born in the neighborhood 
of Tye River Mills in 1805. He will be 80 years 
of age on the 10th of September, and never 
swore an oath, never tasted intoxicating 
liquors, never chewed tobacco, but is an invet- 
erate smoker. He never rode on a steamboat 
or railway train, and has not been three miles 
from home since 1861. He was the father of 
five children, three boys and two girls. Both 
daughters are dead. Two of his sons were 
killed in the Confederate and the other in the 
Union service. He listened with the pro- 
toundest interest to the story ot Bogardus and 
Carver, and with 3 smile he shrugged his 
shoulders, saying: :
